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Bermuda Dramatizes 


Its 350th Year

ORN IN A TEMPEST, and so immortalized 
by Shakespeare, Bermuda fittingly 
chose to tell the story of its dramatic ship- 
wreck discovery through the medium of the 
living theatre. In all, four plays are being 
presented through the year by the colony’s 


350th Anniversary Theatre. 
“This Island’s Mine’, the first of two 


principal productions, is Constance Bain- 
bridge’s original conception of how Shake- 
speare must have learned of the wreck of 
the Sea Venture through the ballads and 
broadsheets of his day, from journals pub- 
lished by survivors Cone of these chroniclers, 
William Strachey, was a sometime actor in 
London and so conceivably came into con- 
tact with Shakespeare), and the talk of 
mariners’ in the ‘Thameside taverns fre- 
quented by the Bard of Avon and his player 
friends. Mrs. Bainbridge’s facile pen relates 
Shakespeare’s personal problems at that 
period of his life to the warring elements of 
“The Tempest”, portions of which are inter- 
spersed throughout Mrs. Bainbridge’s play 
in dream sequences. ‘Thus we see the char- 
acter of Shakepeare-Prospero bidding farewell 
to the work of his life and retiring to the 
quiet and peace of his native town. 
Talented young John Kaufmann, a Cana- 
dian resident in Bermuda, has designed an 
open-air theatre-in-the-almost round. ‘Tudor 
in theme, the new Festival Theatre sits in a 
glen at Prospect Park, site of the former 
British Army Garrison. A curtain of cassu- 
rinas forms an effective central backdrop, 
flanked by Ariel’s rock and Caliban’s cave 
on the left, and Elizabethan street scene on 
the right. The playing area, a six-inch plat- 
form, extends to the very edges of the box 
seats and encompasses the aisles, which are 
sometimes used as entrances during the play. 
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Bermudian artist Charles Lloyd Tucker gives his conception of the colony’s 
outdoor Festival Theatre, in Prospect Park. ‘This Island’s Mine’’, Constance 
Bainbridge’s play based on Shakespeare’s ‘The Tempest’ had its world 


premiere here June 29th. 


John Kaufman, a young Canadian, designed the 


theatre. The backs and sides of the seating stands and lighting towers are 
Tudor in effect, as are dressing rooms which form part of an Elizabethan stree? 
scene, (rear left). Visible on the right (rear) is Ariel’s promentory. A bank of 
Cassurina trees form a backdrop, stage centre, rear. A six-inch playing platform 


Shields adorn the seating stands, which are 
covered side and rear to resemble buildings 
of the period of the play. The overall effect 
is of an Elizabethan village. Even the dress- 
ing rooms, which form part of the street set, 
are executed in the same style; and, the walk 
approaching the theatre is illuminated by 
torches and gaily decorated with banners. All 
these elements combine to create an enchant- 
ing theatrical experience. 


From late June through early July, this 
unique setting has been the scene of the 
new, original play which has attracted atten- 
tion in drama circles here and abroad. The 
directors of Bernard Miles’ new Mermaid 
Theatre in London cabled the author 
expressing a desire to see the script with an 
eye to possibly producing it. And, magazine

and newspaper critics from the United 
States and Canada have been among those 
in the audience; their reviews have been most 
encouraging. 

Bringing the play to life was a strong 
professional staff from the United States, 
Canada and Bermuda. The entire production 
was staged by Basil Langton, who also 
starred in the dual roles of Shakespeare and 
Prospero. Mr. Langton had previously been 
associated with versions of “The Tempest” at 
the Stratford Memorial Theatre, in the 
B.B.C.’s_ television production, which pre- 
sented the British premiere of Sibelius’ 
music and later in the American premiere 
of that score with the Cincinnati Symphony, 
at the Empire State Music, and at the James- 
town (Virginia) Festival — the latter being 
closely associated with Bermuda, since it was 
for Jamestown the Sea Venture was bound 
when she foundered off the Bermuda reefs. 


As does Mr. Langton, so do most of the 
rest of the cast portray dual roles, since Mrs. 
Bainbridge’s premise is that Shakespeare as 
he conceived his “YVempest”, must have 
imagined parts in it for The Kings Men, 
his players. Memorable performances are 
given by Meredith Dallas, who portrays 
Richard Burbage, England’s greatest actor of 
his day, and Caliban, whom Shakespeare 
depicts as the beast in man; Donald Ewer as 
Twinkle-Trinculo, a bewitched survivor of 
both the Sea Venture and Tempest wrecks; 
Jerry Hardin as Nicholas Tooley, a young 
actor and Ariel, Shakespeare's shaping fancy; 
Patricia Barnard, a young Bermudan grad- 
uate of New York’s Neighborhood Playhouse, 
who plays Judith Shakespeare and Miranda; 
John Conrad, as the Earl of Pembroke and 
Alonzo, King of Naples. Notable in two of 
the single roles were Raymond Johnson of 
the Old Vic as Giles Cottrell, a tavernkeeper; 
and Brendan ‘Thomas Dillon, who portrays 
the Balladman. :

Skilfully coordinating all the facets of the 
production was Elsbeth Gibson, Executive 


Producer of The 350th Anniversary ‘Theatre. 
The hardships, hopes and fears of the 


first nine months of the colony’s settlement 
are being portrayed through the eyes of the 
chronicler, Strachey, in “My Heart Stays 
Here”, Mrs. Bainbridge’s new historical play 
with pageantry and music which opened on 
July 28th, just 350 years to the day of the 
actual wrecking of the Sea Venture, Sir 
George Somers’ flagship. Adding dramatic 
moment to the production is the setting, 
another outdoor theatre (appropriately called 
The Sea Venture Theatre) erected on the

sands between Fort St. Catherine and Gates, 
His Bay on virtually the selfsame spot where 
the first settlers landed. Directing this spec- 
tacular production, which utilizes a cast 
of 150 (the exact number of Sea Venture 
survivors ), a choir of 200 voices, and featur- 
ing a replica of the wreck of the Sea Venture 
moored off the shores of the theatre and 
forming part of the set, is David Yeddeau, 


who has for many years staged similar 
spectacles for The Canadian National Ex- 
hibition and the General Motors presentation 
shows, in addition to long association with 


the Royal Winnipeg Ballet and the Canadian 
Ballet Festival, etc. 


The two small skits, also written by Mrs. 
Bainbridge, being presented throughout the 
year are, “Dear Nea,” and “Quiet Morning”. 
“Dear Nea,” a Bermudan romance, tells the 
story of the Irish poet Tom Moore's stay in 
these islands and his friendship with a young 
Bermuda matron, Hester (Nea) Tucker. A 
wide, sweeping, shaded lawn on the grounds 
of The Botanical Gardens is the setting for 
this delightful one-act skit with music. In 
“Quiet Morning,” seventeenth century justice 
is re-enacted from time to time in King’s 
Square, St. George’s on a platform erected 
around the stocks and_pillory permanently 
installed there, where two miscreants are 
punished in an amusing sketch, which is 
based on actual cases from the Bermuda 
archives. 


Vividly dramatizing various aspects of 
Bermuda's beginnings, Mrs. Bainbridge has 
made the colony’s history come alive, to the 
delight of her audiences and created a lasting 
memorial to this 350th Anniversary Year,

Here, on the night of Saturday, August 1, 
nearly 2,000 dancers from Newport's summer 
colony and its satellite resorts, from Navy and 
from Newport's permanent folk, filled the 
great hall of “The Breakers,” its state dining 
room, its morning room and music room, and 
overlooked to the terrace, which overlooks 


the Cliffs and the Atlantic beyond. 


The design of “The Breakers,” following 
the style of the 16th century north Italian 
palaces in Genoa and Turin, a plan common 
to the Italian Renaissance, met the needs of a 
grand ball to perfection. Inside, Meyer Davis’ 
orchestra played for the dancing and for the 
cotillion figures that were stepped by members 
of the younger set in the great hall, in a 
revival of the general custom of the Nineties. 
On the terrace, red coated Hungarian stroll- 
ing players of Alex de Haas entertained. 


The Gorham Company, famous silver- 
smiths, which aided in the arrangements, 
brought the spirit of silver to the ball with 
the famous Furber silver service, designed 
and fashioned by Gorham in the 1870's. It 
belonged to Col. Henry Jewett Furber, a 
Chicago lumber king, before it was returned 
to the ownership of Gorham. Museum col- 
lection as it is, it was used for actual service 
on this night of silver. Guests marvelled at 
the pieces entirely handcrafted, not cast, as 
an evocation of the Newport of the Nineties.

LTHOUGH AN UNPRECEDENTED wan-

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Education Invading 
llewport Summer Colony 
By HENRY S. WHEELER 


ORE THAN A HALF CENTURY AGO, 
a when Newport’s Four Hundred 

were at the peak of their shining 
social seasons and society leaders were vying 
to outdo each other in building more opulent 
and elaborate summer homes, the venerable 
Julia Ward Howe, who wrote the everlasting 
Civil War hymn, “The Battle Hymn of the 
Republic,” made a_ prediction. 

Mrs. Howe spent her summers at her home 
in peaceful Lawton Valley, a few miles from 
Newport. Yet she mingled with the colonists 
in Newport, many of whom she knew inti- 
mately. She wondered when the rivalry 
among them in the grand mansions and the 
great social affairs would stop. And she wrote: 
“It is within the bounds of possibility that 
Newport may become an educational center. 
Fashion may go elsewhere, the rich may tire 
of their great houses, which could be turned 
into schools and colleges.” 

Little did Mrs. Howe know how true, in 
part, her prophecy made at the turn of the 
century would come to pass. Society failed 
to go elsewhere. Newport is as popular and 
as gay, but in a different way, as it was in 
Mrs. Howe's day. The rich did not actually 
tire of their great houses. But times and cir- 
cumstances turned many of them to a dif- 
ferent mode of living in smaller homes and 
in apartments, some created from the great 
houses themselves. 

But, true to her prophecy, Newport is fast 


becoming an educational center with the 
great houses of Mrs. Howe’s era being con- 
verted into college and preparatory, secondary 
and specialized schools. 

Much of Ochre Point and the Bellevue 
Avenue area has become an expansive campus 
for collegiate and secondary school youth. 
The roads spanning this section of what once 
was known simply as the summer colony, 
deserted in the off season, are now peopled 
the year-round with students. The sedate 
250-year old Redwood Library on Bellevue 
Avenue, with its thousands of old and modern 
volumes, which years ago was a somnolent 
institution for many months in the year, now 
is peopled each day with youthful readers and 
researchers. The stores on “The Avenue,” 
where in winter months patrons were few

and far between, are gay places on winter 
afternoons when classes are out. 

The transition of Mrs. Howe's “great 
houses” from summer homes to seats of aca- 
demic activity started in the 1920s when the 
George Weld estate on Bellevue Avenue was 
acquired to found De La Salle Academy, a 
boys’ Catholic high school. Even now, 
though, its exterior appearance presents little 
change from when it was occupied by the 
Weld family. 

Some years later, Herbert Claiborne Pell, 
American diplomat and member of Congress, 
gave his graystone villa at the corner of Belle- 
vue and Narragansett Avenues for conversion 
into St. Catherine Academy, a Catholic high 
school for girls. 

Not too long after that, the Episcopal Dio- 
cese of Rhode Island purchased the huge 
Spanish style mansion, “Brent Lodge,” amid 
spacious grounds on Lovers’ Lane, and vacant 
for years following the deaths of its two spin-

ster Bostonians, the Misses Ellen and Ida 
Mason. Here was established a day chool 
known a St. Michael’s. 

Next, toward the end of the 1940's, higher 
education came to occupy Newport's great 
houses. In 1947, Mr. and Mrs. Robert Goelet 
presented the mansion on the Cliffs known 
as “Ochre Court” to the Catholic order of the 
Sisters of Mercy as the nucleus for a girls’ 
college, named Salve Regina College. 

This huge palace, built in 1894 by Ogden 
Goelet, father of the donor, at an estimated 
cost of $4,500,000 was designed by Richard 
Morris Hunt, the noted American architect 
who drew plans for other Newport mansions. 
“Ochre Point,’ a structure on French Gothic 
lines, built of limestone on six acres, com- 
mands a sweeping vista seaward. Much of 
the material for its 50 rooms was brought in 
sections from France, even to its stone walls 
and silver door stops. Floors are of the finest 
marble. 

Into this villa came 54 students in 1947, 
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“Honeysuckle Lodge” on the Cliffs, home of the late Mr. and Mrs. T. Suffern Tailer, now the junior school of the Hatch Preparatory School.
